Another Movement Looking 


to Peace in Stockyards 


is Inaugurated. 


Sticking Point can be Overcome 
to Satisfaction of All Par­ 
ties Work Maybe 
Soon Resumed. 


Chicago, July 19 .—One more effort 
will be made to settle the stockyards 
strike by arbitration. 
Today Presi­ 
dent Donnelly of the striking unions 
sent to the packers another letter 
asking for a conference. In this letter 
Mr. Donnelly went over the history of 
the strike, and asked the packers if in 
their judgment it will not be better to 
concede the point in contention than 
to continue the strike. 
The one point 
to which allusion is to be made is the 
refusal of the packers to discharge 
the men they have employed since the 
commencement of the strike, and give 
their places to the men who walked 
out. 
The communication to the packers 
also suggests that it is the belief of 
the strikers that they are, as old em­ 
ployes, deserving of this considera­ 
tion. 
If this offer of the union is re­ 
jected by the pacsers, Mr. Donnelly 
declares that the allied trades at the 
stockyards, numbering about 
13,000 
men, will be called out in an effort to 
bring the packers to terms. 
Joseph 
Morton of the stationary firemen’s 
union called on the packers and noti­ 
fied th« Jm that unless there Is a speedy 
settlement of the strike his men will 
he compelled to quit work. 
While no 
definite answer was given Mr. Morton 
by the packers, he was received by 
them In such a friendly manner that 
he left the conference with the belief 
that there is a strong probability of 
peace, and the determination of Mr. 
Donnelly to once more open ncgotia 
tions with the packers was the result 
of the manner in which Mr Morton 
was received by them 
According to 
reports of the packers, the operating 
forces at the plants are about one- 
half the normal strength, being fully 
50 per cent larger than last Saturday. 
All the plantH, it was claimed, did a 
great deal of killing and there was 
also a decided increase in the amount 
of dressed meats shipped out of the 
city. 
From the strikers’ side came the 
statement that Independent plants are 
doing all the work and that the big 
plants are not doing 2 per cent of 
their normal business.

—w ill elect a governor for two years. 
It w ill be seen that several of the 
States are among the thirteen which 
hold national and congressional elec­ 
tions without the stim ulus of a gub­ 
ernatorial contest. 
These States are

Maryland, 
M ississippi, 
Nevada, Ohio,

S t Petersburg, July 19.—Th e Rus­ 
sian and Japanese forces wh ich are 
lined up expecting a clash , grappled 
In a serious figh t Sunday morning, ac­ 
cording to a report from General Ku- 
ropatkin received h ere late last nigh t. 
Th e report 
indicated th at th e Jap­ 
anese m isinterpreted th e movement; 
th at instead of It being an attem pt to 
take Motien pass it was a reconnais 
sauce on a large scale. 
General Count Keller’s account of 
th e figh ting does not especially state 
th e number oi men engaged, th ough 
it sh ows th at th e Russian main ad­ 
vance consisted of eigh teen battalions 
with considerable reserves, th ree bat­ 
talions of th e latter being called up 
during th e course of th e battle, wh ile 
still oth ers were not utilized. 
An important fact developed by th e 
reconnaissance was th e exact loca­ 
tion ^pf a powerful Japanese force se­ 
creted In th e region between Fen Sh ui 
and Motien paases. 
Its strength is in­ 
dicated by th e fact th at twenty-one 
battalions were Insufficient to perm a­ 
nently force th e Japanese positions, 
th ough some of th em were occupied 
temporarily. 
On th e oth er h and it 
would appear from th e report th at th e 
Japanese were eith er disinclined or 
unable to follow 
ud Lieutenant Gen 
eral Keller wh en h e retired to h is 
former position at Ikh avuan. 
Th e seriousness of th e day's figh t 
ing is sh own in General Keller’s *sti 
mate th at th e Russian casualties were 
over 
1,000. 
Th e battle leaves th e general situ­ 
ation unch anged, but sh ows th at a 
powerful Japanese army is massed 
and is constantly th reatening Liao 
Yang, apparently only awaiting Gen­ 
eral KurokFs signal to advance.
